PH WAMLAND CONTUME 


(From “Seotoh Mannora and Qustouis.") 
| Concerning the ancient Highland dressit 
has, asa neral habit of the poopte, al- 
moat entirely digappeared, and what we 
| sull see of it is only artificial; more or loss 
a masquerade, Tho wearing ot the hilt 
was prombited by the English in 1746, 
}and asa consequence of it, this garment 
rapidly fell into disuse. To-day the boys 
of wealthy families, up to fourteen years, 
wear the kilt and walk with bare legs; ip 
the larger cities a grown manin kilt and 
plaid is seldom seen; only in the country, 
or in the Highlands, you see from time to 
time single individuals provided with good 
calves and legs, indulge in the masquerade 
of the Highland dress. Very often they 
are Englishmen, who, in order to give 
thomselves the appearance of genuine 
mountuineers, sasume the Ikilt, or at least 
allow themselves to be photographed in 
that costume. The servants, forest guards, 
ind keepers of the hounds of the Scottish 
nobility, usually wear this dress, but no- 
where do the common people do so, 

The checkered or cross-barred stuffs 
which are indispensable to this costume 
are called tartan, Without a persevoring 
study it is all but impossible to distinguish 
the different tartans, and to tell what clan 
each of them belongs to, but there exists 
special works, which are composed with 
tho same scrupulousness a8 heraldic works, 
which treat exclusively of clan-tartans, 

The fancy tartans which are worn in 
great variety and are called after great or 
celebrated personages, na, ior example, the 
© Victoria or Albert” tartan, ure excluded 
from these books. As a third kind we may 
mention the shepherd's tartan, {t is a 
small, black and whi eckered, and waa 
formerly worn by the shepherds, Who 
ever wants to understand tartans sbould 
consult the following work; * The tartans 
of the Clans and families of Scotland,’ 
published by A. & CO, Black, in Edinburgh, 
und adorned with ninety six colored plates, 
With regard to the common supposition 
that to every clan of Qeltic or Norman 
origin in Scotland, belong special tartan 
colors, John Hill Burton, vane of the most 
learned historians of Scotland, maintains 
that concerning this subject we are almost 
without any positive knowledge. Among 
the Irish Celts there is no trace of any 
Highland costume to be tound, nor do the 
furmily portraits, previous to the time of 
Charles I, exhibit any tartan colors, Bur 
ton 18 of the opinion that, precisely as on 
the continent, in different ricts, some 
dresses are worn alongside of others; so it 
was in Scotland that these costumes of dis

clans, It is certainly etrange that none of 
the older writers make any mention of clan 
tartans, 

An indispensible article ina Highland 
dress is the purse, w pouch suspended 
above the kilt, on the stomach, and usu 
ally made out of martin, otter, or badg 
skin. Sometimes it ia decorated with the 
stuffed heads of these animals or feet of 
the otter. A waist-coat and a short jacket, 
over which the pladiis folded in various 
manners, serve as upper garments. On tle 
head they wear tbe dark blue bonnet or 
cap, Whose cut 18 universally known as 
“Scottish.” The complete Highland cos 
tume requires, besides, a falcon feather, 
but usually they each wear the insignia of 
their clan or a silver Scotch thistle, the em- 
blem of the country, 

This costume lately received some ne 
life through the volunteers who, in Edin 
burgh, Glasgow, and the other large cities 
of Scotland, once a week, on Saturday, 
bat only on that day, march out to their 
military exercises inthatcostume, Several 
of the Scottish regiments wear the Kilt, 
but others, instead of it, have many-colored 
pants, which look yery ugly. 


But all these efforts to maintain this old 

national dress, wil! be of no avail, as is the 
case with so many other national costumes 
in Europe, which are about to disappear 
before the all-leyeling current of modern 
civilization, The ancient Highlanders, 
when armed, wore helmets and coats of 
mail; their swords were long; bow and 
arrows, spear, battle axe, shield and dagger 
formed their other indispensable equip 
ments. Armed in this manner, we see 
them on old tombstones, in particular on 
tie Hebrid islund Iona, where the old aad 
venerable churchyrad of Reilig Ocan is 
literally payed with them, The simple 
bow scems to offersome interest; it was 
not a complicated cross-bow, but cxuctly 
shaped like that actually used by savage 
navions, ‘The Roglish author, Moneypen 
ny, who, about 1612, wrote a book on Scot 
land, says; “Their weapons sre bows and 
ucrows, which are provided with barbed 
hooks, Some carry broad awords and 
nxes,” 
THence it appears that even at the begin 
ning of the seventecnth contary, after gun 
powder had long been invented, the High- 
lundera were still using their primitive 
bows, Even to-day, arrows and bows play 
®* prominent part in Scottiah heraldry 

Collections of old weapons are found in 
tnost of the castles of the Scoteh nobility, 
aod in the museums of the eguntry, On 
the walls are’ suspended the small, round 
Hiuidand shields, provided with metallic 
knoby, and the broad awords, culled blades, 
To Grder to complete the [Mighfand armor, 
there 14 required n dayger, whose hilt is 
usually embellished witha pracious atone, 
nlong knife which ix curried fu the stock 
ing on the right calf, and a Knotty stick 
which serves lor climbing up the moun 
tains, ‘Tho native precious atones and 
Hints, the produce of thuir own mountains, 
are the ornaments which the Scotch like 
Large topazes, of na clear yollo 
agates, amethyats and jaspors, set in silver, 
fre worn he brooclioa, and uaed for other 
ornaments, In the region of Aberdeen, 
variously colored granites are cut ns colow 
sal brooches, bracelou, Go, These trinkets 
are Oripioal, if not alwaya tasteful, but it 
recommendation to every 
Scotchman that a thing comes from the 
Highlinds, Many ornaments in the dwel 
linge are embellished with tho same kind 
of stones; thus the colossal souff mulls. 
made of ram's horn, which are passed on 
the table to and fro between the com 
paoy, At the end of the horn there ia ao 
large amethyst, set in silver, which repre 
sents the Scotch thistle,

Window Culture of the Chry 

themum, 
Mr, Paxton, in the Quebec Gazette,gives 
te following directions: 

‘This tayorite early winter lowering plant 
has lately become quite the rage in the Brit- 
ish Isles, Within the past few years socie- 
ties for exhibiting and encouraging its cul 
ture have sprung up everywhere: some of 
those societies are to be. met within the 
heart of smoky London, where these plants 
are grown With great success by the hum- 
bler classes in their windows and court- 
yurds; which fact plainly shows that they 
are in no way particular as regards an at- 
tousphere ; while our own climate seems 
quite congenial to them, for there are in 
this locality at the present moment, speci- 
mens of Chrysanthemuins, with from fifty 
to one hundred blossoms on eacli—and .in 
pots not exceeding 8 inches in dinmeter— 
which enliven in no small degree, with 
their varied blossoms, from purest white to 
the darkest chestnut, the greenhouse or 
window, and this dull season when few 
plants are in flower, 

‘There are three distinct classes of this 
plant, namely, the Pompone, with small 
flowers, which from its dwarf bushy habit 
and profusion of bloom is destined to su- 
persede all other yarieties, the Anemone 
flowercd, and the large flowered. ‘The va 
ricties of each class possibly fur exceed one 
hundred, but the following three varieties 
ofthe pompone will answer every purpose 
for windows: “General Canrobert,” gold- 
eu yellow; “La Grand Boule de Neige, 
pure whi Fairy,” brown tipped with or- 
ange, These seem to be great favorites with 
the ladics of England, for we often hear of 
their carrying off the first prize in the ama- 
tour classes, The Chrysanthemum is easily 
cultivated, with a little attention to water- 
ing and potting. Let all, then, who wish 
to grow this fine plant, beg, borrow or buy 
cuttings next month, let the slips be two 
inches in. length, remove the two lower 
Teavea and cntit transversely below a joint, 
insert it one inch deep in a three inch pot 
previously well-drained and filled with very 
sundy, light soil, which must be kept moist 
but by no means wef, place them ina shady 
place for « few days, and when they have 
«rown three inches nip out the top to cause 
the side shoots to start, those in their turn 
to be nipped out the same way in order to 
make the plants dwarf and bushy. . When- 
éver the pot is filled with roots they must 
be shifted into five-inch pots, and so on, 
giving them a pot two inches larger at ey- 
ery shift.

Phe breech ig a4 easily opened as the lid of 
asnufl-box, and isstill of suffleient strength 
to stand the rough osage to! which active 
service would nucessirily subject it, Its 
principal beauty, however, ties in the ease 
with which it can be applied to muzzle 
londurs in their conversion into serviceable 
breech-loaders The alteration i effected 
thus; A piee¢ is cut off the upper part of 
the barrel, about two inches in length, and 
the cavity is fled with w steol block made 
inwushape to tit close, This forms the 
breech, and is made movable by means of 
a hinge extending its entire length and 
fixed on the right or “lock” side of the 
rifle, Through his block runs a plunger,” 
about the thickness of a knitting needle, 
the upper end of iwhich projects about the 
sixteenth partofian inch above a hollow 
cone, corfesponding with the “nipple” in 
the old arm. The mouth of the hammer 
is then filed smooth, and the alteration is 
complete. The:following is the method of 
tiring? The breech bh is opened out 
wards, or tothe right, with the thumb of 
the right haud--a projection formed on 
the side affording suticrent hold to ensure 
its being effected with ease and certainty ; 
the cartriitge, which is copper faced, and 
contains the fulminate or explosive com 
poundin aniadentivn inthe centre of the 
base, is placed in the cavity exposed by the 
removal of the breech block, aod pushed 
into the rear of the barrel with the thamb ; 
the breech is then closed; the hammer be- 
ing raise, the piece is discharged in pre- 
cisely the same manner as formerly: the 
pressure on the trigger causes the hammer 
o fall upon the plunger which projects 
above the nipple, driving it forward 
through the steel breech until it comes in 
contact with the fulminate in the base of 
the cartridge, causing the explosion, In 
re-loading, tho breech is opened, and by 
pressure from front to rear, (allowance be- 
ing made in-the hinge tor motion in that 
direction When Open) - the copper case of 
the exploded cartridge is disengaged fiom

UNITED STATES CORRESPONDENCE. 


Urica,N. ¥,, Dec 10th, 1866. 

Nothing particularly interesting or excit 
og, of public character, has occurred on this 
sid~ of the line during the past tree or four 
weeks, if we except the meeting of Con 
grees, the firet reception of the news from 
the imaginary Irish Republic. and the Intes. 
exhibition of American “neutrality” display- 
ed in the seizguré of Matamoras (Mexico) by 
United States troops under ¢ anmand of Gen, 
Sedgwick. 
‘The last session of the XXX(Xth Congress 
commenced on Monday Inst, and promises to 
be one of the most importsnt ever convened 
since the formation of the Goveroment. . 7 
enniity existing between Congress and tbe 
Chief Executive officer of the Jani, at the 
close of the last session, has not been in the 
slightest degree ameliorated by the lapse of 
time. On the contrary. fresh furl has been 
added to each side during the heat aod pas- 
sion of a political campaign, and the war 
which raged flercely belore will be re opened 
With intensified fary. Already the question 
of \mmpeaching the President is being agitat- 
ed. Among tlie offences charged ayainst him 
are the usurpation of the legislative functions 
of the country ; acorrapt use of tlie appoint 
ing power ; bribery of people by promises of 
office ; demoralizing the military arm of the 
Government by the sau. means; corrupt 
exercise of the pardoning power; wilful fail- 
ure to execute laws by Congress ; 
appointing men to office after rejecti m by 
the Senate; appointing others whu could not 
take the oath of allegiance, and wicked in 
terference in behalf of rebels, und encourage- 
ment of tlie massacre of New Orieans. ‘This 
isa formidable array of charges, and it re- 
mains to buseen whether the present Congress 
will bring the President to trial upon them 
or leave the matter to thelr successora—the 
Fortieth Congrets—which will meet on the 
4th of March next, and the comp sition of 
which will be still more radical than the 
present national legislature. Since the opin 
ing of thy p tsessiun the President line 
been openly accused on the floor of the San. 
ate Chamber of perveriing lis high position 
fo the exercise of the pardoning power. by 
becoming the tool of courtezaus, who use 
their jofluence over Lim to further their own 
pecuniary ends, and ure actually engaged in 
the business of publicly hawkioy Presidential, 
ardons oftraivors about ths stieeta of Wash. 
ugton to the highest bidder . Aud a@ still 
mors grave charge has, by intimation, been 
made against him, viz; that h» was accessory 
to the escape from the country of the con- 
spirator Surratt, who was connected with 
the assassination of President Lincola, and 
whose arrest in Egypt a few days since wos 
Woeerethe us through the cable, 

The Message of the President sent to Con- 
gress on its assembling, is a strange docu 
ment, and #apecially that portion of it allud- 
ing tothe Feaian ditficulries, He descends 
to a truckling, apologetic position before the 
Irish element of the country, in the language 
he uses to excuse his action in reference to 
the interference of the Federal authorities 
with the Feniia mauraaders in June last, 
and casts upoo Congress the responsibility in 
the future, by rtiog thac with that body 
rests the power of abrogatiny or modifylog 
the neutrality laws, A great change has 
evidently been made in his sentiments re- 
specting “political” offenders, ia which cate 
gory he is pleased to place murdering, 
tuleving cutthtoats enyaged in the Fenian’ 
fovasion of Canada. Ho apparently forgets 
his assertions, oft-rep ated, during the rebel: 
lion, that if the power rested with him, he 
“wou d hang the leading trajtora and divide 
hy Jarge pinotations of all rebels into emall 
farms, giving them to those who remained 
loyal to the Ualon” 

Tho receipt of iatelligencs from Ireland 
regarding the anticipaed outbreak in that 
island, created great excitement amvag the 
m-mb-rsof the Brotherlood in this country. 
Whether Head Centra Stephens is actually 
on Irish soil or not, is a question of some 
doubt, Certain it is, that ir he atill remains 
fo this country, hia wh rob u's is 4 projound 
secre; The New York journals and the lot.

And so the war began, raged flereoly like 
a straw firo, and ére it had died ont chang 
od the face of a great part of Europe.

ing, the glory of the erman Kaiser dim 
Then the tremendous fleld of Badowa; 
peace preliminaries; Venitia ceded, and so 
theend. Austria driven out of Germany ; 
many of those tiresome little states swamp, 
ed and merged into. a comfortably-sized 
kingdom, Venice free, 

And now how do We regard the combat- | 
ants? Success, and whut ‘scems the'solid 
advantage to Europe of a Power jreat on 
ough to counterbalance tha overwhelming 
influence of France, and the comfort, geo- 
graphically and politically, of having all | 
those little Gérman States absorbed ; and 
besides all this the advanckiof Protestant 
influence ; these events and considerations 
have changed public opinion towards Prug- 
sia, So, on the whole, Prussia gets patted 
on the back, and we witk at its havitig 
stolen balf its old: pluymiites toys, and Aug- 
tra, crying with both kaugklesin ita eyes, 
is told to go a‘vay and mot worry ua, but to 
be content with what it has remaining. The 
dignified addresses of the broken Kaiser to 
his people stirred up something like 4 thrill, 
but it is the age ot commority rather than 
of sentiment, and the thumbs are all turn- 
ed down at the appeal of the beaten gladia- 
tor, Por myself, I chtifess to ‘nv great pre 
ponderaney of favour to vither party ; und, 
onevery ground, the highest as well asthe 
lowest, am well content to accept things as 
they are, ‘Home snm, nihil humania me 
alienum puto,” therefore these gredt events 
must have their keen interest tome, Ay, 
and these nations are Christians also, in 
name and covenant; darkly oyerahadowed 
with Roman error, and Prussia, under a 
far darker cloud of infidélity and Bunsen

Tn thir 
ty-four years of past experience, part of that 
time our political differences were wrought 
tu fever-leat, and I, being zealous in the 
cause T espoused, and perfectly honest in 
intention, have differed with many of you 
in opinion, and also in matters of business, 
but [think you will agree with me, it is yet 
pardonable, if I have jostled against some, 
My short-comings may aye been many, but 
your ucts to-day, gentlemen, by returning 
me by acclamation, tell me plainer than 
words that confidence las never been des- 
troyed, As I may now feel that the allotted 
time of man is three score years and ten, 
and our days are fast passing away, and the 
rising generation will fill our places, T am 
proud of this opportunity to express my 
prions to one and all, that I feel the 
olive branch has been extended to me, and 
the past is buried in oblivion, and by-gones 
shall be by-gones In the future prosperity 
of this our risigg Town, pone of us can have 
but » faint ides of what isin store for us. 
We have tlinsfur heard and seen sufficient 
to expect that the mineral lands of North 
Hastings abound in untold wealth, and 
this be the only naturalinlet or outlet, 
Lam ever hopeful that our good old ‘Town 
may yet reap the benefit of her natural po 
sition, and that no wrong may deprive her 
of it. 

With respect to my position as Mayor, I 
shall advocate, economy in the expenditure 
of the Town, but not so as to impede its 
growth and prosperity, I slinll also suggest 
the necessity of collecting the Absentee 
Tax, which would materially reduce our 
taxes. With reference to the Cemetery, it 
is needless to make any remarks upon that 
subject, as the question is now before you, 
and awaits your decision by your yote. The 
Steam Engine is a fixed fact, and if not too 
late Tvhull suggest the propriety of a re 
consideration of » large expenditure for 
land and buildings, The new Municipal 
Act mukea many salutary provisions for 
Towns, Page 284, Section 418, contains

PRESERVING POTATORS.—A correspond- 
ént of the’ ar asick ESE edn says he has 
tried the following method'ot keeping po- 
tatoes for years with complete success, al- 
though in some instances tle tubers were 
diseased when taken out of the ground : 
“Dust over the floor of the bin with lime, 
and putin about six or seven inches of po- 
tatoes, and dust with limeas before, Put 
in six or seven inches of potatoes and lime 
as before ; repeat the operation until all are 
store| away, — One bushel of lime will do 
for forty bushels of"potatoes, though more 
will not hurt them the lime rather improy- 
ing their flavor than otherwise.” 


Clover or Bye Grass Hay. 


An Ayrshire farmer gives’ his mode of 
curing hay as follows in the North British 
Agriculturiat: “Cat the grass only on'a 
dry day, and see that the mowers lay it well
